county caort. There was a great crowd 
ot witnesses and spectators in attendance 
and the closest Ht'ention was paid by all 
that was said by the attorneys and by 
the witnessoe on tbe etand.

A. H. Mills end Cre» & Ewing sppeared 
'or the contestant, D. C, Davideon, and 
Buckingham & Soliroll for W. B Hunter, 
defendant. The evidence to-day is given 
below: 


J. C K'uise, tbeQut witness, testified: 
tvd JneJ in tb estate 12 years; siu a 


alurBlized citiaen; hnve resided in the 


county 12 yents, nnd in Mt. Zton town- 
ship the same length of time, I voted 
at the spring elecMo'j in that township; 
saw Hunter inside of polling place; he 
was a candidate for supervisor; he wae 
also acting as judge ot election, When 
: voted I bonded my ticket to W. B, 
Hunter. Hunter took my ballot; could 
not see what be did with it; got my bal- 
ot trom Ohae, Thomas near the voting 
place; 1 examined ticket before voting. 
Tbe ballot bearing the number corres- 
ponding with the number opposite wit- 
ness en me on poll book was here pre- 
sented to witness, who testified that he 
first wns the ballot when Mr. Thomas 
gave it to me on day of election. 
Bxnmined ballot when Thomas gave it to 
rue; when I received the ballot there 
were no marks upon it; I changed the 
)«I lot as to candidate for Justice of the 
Pesce by erasing tbe name on the ticket 
nud wrote tbe name ot Charles Britain. 
I did not make the pencil mark over the 
nnme of David C. Davidson; the matk 
was not on Davidson's name when I 
voted tlw ballot BO far as I cou] j see; I 
have good eje sight nnd will etnte the 
amrk was cot on Davidson's name when 
I voted the ticket; I nra one of the 
petitioners in the CUSP, On cross examinn- 
lon witness said he vjted abont 0 o'clock 
n the morning; saw Hunter nnd Scott 
inside polling place; they were sitting; 
Hunter wns sitting with his left side next 
to the window and Scott was further 
around on the left of Hunter; think table 
was two and one-halt to two feet wide; 
tool: no notice ot others inside ot polling 
plaoe but there were several other per- 
sons there. 
When I voted no other per- 


son was near mo on tbe out Bide; I was 
not more than one soconcl at tbe window; 
as lapproaohed the window find extended 
my ballot my name was called by Hunter, 


examined my tioket carefully before 


voting aad there were no marts upon the 
licket except on the road proposition and 
Justice ot the Peace. I scratched my 
ticket in Fisk'a store, 
I tead all the 


names over on the ticket before voting; 
voted against paying road tax in money; 
hrwe esammed mark on Davidson's name 
and it appears not to have been made by 
the same pencil; mark is darker; Charles 
Fletcher first called my attention about 
three weeks after tbe election to the fact 
that there wise suspicion of crookedness. 
He showed me a ticket with a mark over 
tbe letter "D" which he said was sup- 
posed to be like Boroe ut the tickets; Mr, 
Brittain looked on when I changed my 
ticket and he saw me marking off Pierce's 
name and writing in Brittain's; exam- 
ined my tioket carefully when I got it 
from Thomas and again when I got 
through changing it to see that there 
were GO marks on the tioket other than 
those I placed* there. 


Guards W. Thomas t-etifl?cJ: Live in 


Mt. Zion township; have liv^d there 28 
years; was at last election; I had charge 
of some 13 or 20 Republican tickets; saw 
J, C. Krniselat that election and gave him 
a ballot; gave him a Republican ticket; 
I bad no other than Republican tickets; 
witness here r-xamiced the Ktuiee ticket 
and stated that the tioket be gave him 
was like this ticket eioept the'erasures) 
ticket 1 gave Eruiae hid nomarka of any 
kind upon it; the mark on DaviJaon'9 
name wss not there; I have good eye- 
sight and examined bftlto's Igave voters 
and handed Ernies a clean ballot; I was 
standing around in tbe crowd and when 
my neighbors came in who had no tickets 
I gave them tickets. 


Cross examinntion: Give Krone the 


ticket between 10 and 11, thick it waa 
nearer 11 than 10; was near Spitier's 
store, when Igava him ticket; had given 
no one a ticket before I gave out tbe 
Krens ticket; I looked ot the ticket when 
I banded it to him; looked it over when 
I gave it to Mm; did it to see that tbe 
tickets were all right; examined tickets 
twice through force ot habit; read all the 
tickets over twice that I gave oat; I got 
the tickets from Charles Doming about 
13 minutes before I gave ont the Ereus 
ticket; I scratched no tickets that day; 
don't remember fixing the road tax prop- 
osition on any ot the tickets, think I wsa 
mote interested in handing ont clean 
tickets than I wu in the road tax propo- 
sition ; ft changed no ticket* nnlew it was 
in rslition to th* road tax? proportion; 
my best recollection is that I changed no 
tiok«t»B8to tbtt. 
QMr.Johft Tobill toittiSeJ; I live in 
Ht Zion towoihip, Mioon «mnty; ban 
lived ttim *hw» IBB; in newly 75 yew 


old; wse born in York county, Penn; I; 
was at the spring election in Mt. Zion 
ast spring and voted; got my ticket 
from Chas. Thomas between 9 and 10 
o'clock; got it in front of Spitlerfe store; t 
examined the ballot and so did Thomas; 
there were no marke on ticket when I 
got it from Thomas, nor when I handed 
t to Hunter at the window.

tioket bearing the number corresponding 
with tbe number before the name of wit- 
ness on poll booh was handed witness- 
After examining tbe ticket witness testi-

Cbrieto, and 
and at other tiroes Christopher; middle 
name is John, Witness here identified 
certain signatures in hia application to 
become a naturulizsd citizen as his sig- 
natures, being in one case Christopb J. 
Srnise and in another Christopher J. 
Kruise. 


Edrnonci Hogun testified: Was bom in 


Ohio, and have lived 33 yeare ia Bit Zion 
township. Was present at the*polls at 
the last spring election; earns to the 
election about 6:30 o'clock; got my ticket 
from Chus. Flether; Eli Ulery wna there; 
Fletcher got ticket ont of hie pocket; he 
took out £ve or six tickets and banded 
me one of them; I examined tbe ticket 
before voting it. Witness wne here given 
a ticket numbered 29S, corresponding 
with number opposite witness' name on 
poll-book, and witness testified that he 
could not recollect the number ot hie 
yote,and could not say nhether the paper 
in his hand was the pnper he voted; tbe 
namee on lha ticket I jrot from Fletcher 
were the names ot the Republican nomi- 
nees fortownship officers; thaticketlgot 
from Fletcher was like this one, except it 
had no pencil marks, I scratched out 
paying road tax in money, and that was 
all the pencil mart I put on the tioket; 
tbe mark over Duvidson's name waa not 
on the ticket when I got it from Fletcher, 
aud was uot on it when I voted it; I did 
cot any t-nie put that pencil mark, or 
nny pet cil mark on the name ot Dfivid- 
s.m; when I got tte ticket I scratched off 
th« mail tax rpoposition and handed it to 
W. B, Hunter, a judge at the election 
and a candidate tor supervisor. Hunter 
called toe nun bar of the ticket. 


Cruss-exumiaation: I voted about 5:30 


o'clock, before sun down. There were 
inside of polling place W. BT Hunter, 
Sam Smith, Scott and \Vhitehouse; Hun- 
ter sat between the window and table;

Hunter was facing east, and in front of 
him sat Ucott and Smith. When looking 
over the ticket before voting I did not 
expect any nmrks on tioket; I asked 
nobody about tbe election after t got tbe 
ticket (rom Fletcher, but went directly 
to tbe polls and voted, say inside ot two 
micnte^, I reu>ruber nil tbe names on

Re-direot: I voted to pay rood tax in 
lalor. I authorized no one to p>n a 
mark oa Davidson's natue.

be ia not a voter; he has been in thit 
township twelve or thirteen years. 


Crow-examination: The other Ed H»- 


ganis a relative of mine. I drew a pencil 
through the words, "For paying road tai B«nl'-' 
in money;"' I laid the ticket on Ulery'a 
«•- —"--1 


handed me 25 or 30 ballots; I vot*l soon 
atter I got the tickets; I tore off road 
proposition before I voted. Herewitnees 
was handed ballot numbered 43, the 
number corresponding with tbe number 
opposite witness* name on poll-book; I 
see a mark over Davidson's name; I did 
not put that mark on tbe tioket; that 
mark was not on the tioket when I voted 
it. Hunter was acting as judge ot elec- 
tion, and I handed ticket to bun at the 
window; did not notice who were in the 
room aside from W. B. Hunter when I 
voted that ballot, 
Witness waa asked for whoa he in- 
tended to vote tor supervisor. To this 
the attorney for the defense objected, 
and a long ergnment on the point was 
indulged in by Mr. Buckingham which 
waa concluded this morning, tbe conrt 
holding that when a voter testified that 
he voted a ticket which had no mark 
over or upon the name DaviJaon, it must 
be implied that witness intended to vote 
for Davidson. 


The examination of Witness Pierce was 


then resumed. He testified about tbe 
same as yesterday on direct examination. 


Cross-examined: I know this is the 


ticket I voted; i know it by the road 
propositions being torn off; I could have 
seen the murk had it been on the ticket 
when I voted it. Witness was here in- 
terrogated about his eyesight, which 
elecited tha (act that witness has trouble 
with his vision; the power to bring hU 
vision to a focus. 


Thornae Bines testified as fallows: 


Have lived in Mt, Zion nine years; was 
at spring election and voted. Got my 
ballot from Albert Coombs about three 
o'clock, 
I examined ballot; it wan a 


Republican ballot. I snw no scratches 
on the ticket. 'Witness was here handed 
ballot number 110, the number on ballot 
being same as number opposite witness' 
name on poll book. After examining 
ballot, wit cess testified: I see a mark on 
Davidson's name. I did not see that 
mark when I examined ticket before 
voting, I voted immediately after get- 
ting ticket, Wben I voted I handed 
ticket, to Ifumter, who was judge of elec- 
tion, I did not see him put tioket in 
ballot-box, as I walked off as soon as I 
delivered the ticket. I did nob pnt that 
nmrk on Davidson's name, nor did I have 
anyone else put it there. The first knowl- 
edge I had of that mstrh being there is 
by seeing it to-day. 


Cross-examined: I RDI unable to state 


positively that mark was not there when 
I voted the ticket. 


William Brewer testified as tollowe: 


Have lived in Mt. Zton township twcuty 
years; was at spring election in that 
township and vot.id. 1 am a Republican. 
Qot my ballot (rom Cuartes Durning 
near the polling place. Voted about six 
o'clock, lesamined ballo^.betorevoting, 
There were no pencil marks on tbe ballot 
before I voted. I asked Doming to 
scratch the proposition to pay road nax 
in money. No one saw my ticket atter I 
took it from Darning, I voted in alxmt 
five minutes atter receiving the ticket, 
Witness here banded ticket No. 304 which 
number corresponds with number oppo- 
site witness' name on poll book. 
After 


examining ballot witness testified that he 
observed mark over Davidson's nitme; 
that it was not on hie ballot when he 
voted it. One Maden voted nest to me; 
have no recollection o( having showtxa my 
ballot to either Fletcher or Davidson; I 
had my ballot in my possession all tbe 
time till I voted. I handed ballot to 
Hunter who was judge o( election, but 
did not see what ho did with it 


Croes-ex.imined: I voted about six 


o'clock: it was about sundown; saw no 
mark on Davidson's name whenlvoted; 
I expected no marks on my tickft; I had 
ticket in my hand all the time till I vot- 
ed, which was about ten rmDni.ee, The 
name of man who voted right atter me 
was William Maden. He showed his 
ticket to toe.

He testi- 
fied as to th? manner in which the ballots 
were en -VHS > d, stating that they wete 
first counted to determine whether tbe 
number ot tickets corresponded with the 
number ot names on the poll-book; this 
done, tbt» etrsigat and scratched tickets 
were sepurotftd, plncing tbe Democratic 
straight tickets m one pile, and the 
straight R.pubHmn tickets in one pile 
Tbe same wits done with the scratched 
tickets. Mr. S .ti teatifled that while 
ttie straight -ickets were tallied and 
s'mng, W, B. H inter wae handling tbe 
scratched ticlu" , who remarked, after be 
looked them oT-r, that he was all right, 
Had would be euctecl by about 20 ma- 
jority. Be testified thnt Hunter called 
off tbe scratched tickets to tbe clerks. 
He did not eee any pencil in Hoi;ter's 
hnnd; thought he would bave seen tbe 
p^niiil hnd be hnd one in his hnnd. 
There were remarks made to the efftot 
that some of the scratches were light. 


William L. Richer, another judge, tes- 


tified as to the key and ballot box; that 
tbe box had been ia tbe possession ot 
Mr. Armstrong, the town clerk,

Th ^ testimony m the Mt, Zion election

nu v liie speech and cited authorities to 
sii^ n,n t;ie position be had ttiken that 
ball >is Jould not be referred to by the 
oonrt to settle the rights ot tbe contest- 
ants. Ou tbe conclusion of Mr. lluck- 
iogham's argument the oonrt adjourned 
until 8:30 o'clock this morning, at which 
time Attorney A, H. Mills made tbe 
argument 
tor the 
petitioners , and 


cited his authorities, As soon as the 
argument of Mr. Mills was concluded, 
Judge Nelson rnled that enough evidence 
had appeared to warrant ft reference to 
the ballot and be appointed James Free- 
man, Republican, J. N". Baker, Democrat, 
and Thomas A. Pritchett, Democrat, to 
recount tbe ballots and make the inspec- 
tion in the presence of the court and all 
parties concerned. The Jndge ordered 
the ballot box to bs opened. The ballots 
which were on a string were taken out of 
the box and the straight Democratic bal- 
lots and the straight Republican ballots 
and the straight Prohibition ballots were 
tallied and placed in separate pnper 
bags. This tally agre-d with the tally 
made at the election except thnt two 
ballots bearing alight pencil marks or 
checks, one on tbe name of W. B. Hunter, 
Democratic candidate for supervisor, and 
the other above it, and which were count- 
ed for Eurter, were taken out and placed 
with tbe scratched tickets. In running 
over the scratched ballots, the slight 
marks or checks, which the petitioners 
claim were placed over the name of D. 
C. Davidson, Republican candidate tor 
supervisor, for the purpose ot deceiving 
and in fraud of the voter, appeared as 
alleged on some fifteen to eighteen bal 
lots. Tbe scratched ballots showed erery 
other nam* which was scratched to have 
been scratched in the usual way, but 
these 
marks or scratches on 
the 


name ot Davidson were untune! and bore 
evidence that they wre placed thore by 
dedgtiiog parties without the consent of 
the voter. The appearance ot these bal 
lota shows beyond a reasonable doubt 
that an effort was made to elect W. B. 
Hunter supervisor by perverting tbe bal 
lota ot some ot tbe electors. Who the 
persons are who did it may never be 
known, bat It they should ever be dis- 
covered they will grace th* penitentiary, 
where they ougbt to be. All tbe scratch- 
ed tickets over whiob the re could be no 
controversy were pissed and put into a 
bag. 
The eighteen tickets with the 


fraudulent marks were selected and at 
the time ot going to press the attorneys 
were arguing tbe point- ot introducing 
evidence as to the intent ot the voter. 


There is no doubt that tbe court will 


admit the evidence for toe simple reason 
that the tickets themselves bear evidence 
to the tact that a fraud wss perpetrated 
at the Mt Zion election last epriotr in

The contestant, Mr, David- 
son, and hie friends, claimed that he had 
received & total ol 157 votes, and should 
have been declared elected. Hence the 
oonteet. 


Considerable timt was taken up yester- 


day in arguments on tbe inviolable 
secrecy ot the ballot, and defendant's 
counsel made B psnfetent effort to com- 
bat the citation* and arguments anbroit 
led by Attorneys Mills and Ewing. The 
attempt was fruitless. Judge Nelson in 
Ibe beginning ,i>ad over-rttlect the de- 
murrer of tbe defendant, and that deci- 
sion meant a tall investigation of the 
ballot.

The marks or checks were 
evidently made secretly by somebody 
whs handled the tickets after they were 
rust. The marks show that they were 
made hurriedly, like somebody wae 
afraid ot being caught at the crooked 
work, Several ot the tickets bave this 
kindjot a mark on Davidson's name | 
others a little ccrve at ithe end, others a 
slight straight mnrk just abo'Q or below 
part of Davidson's name, al) going to 
substantiate the claim ot tbe petitioners, 
that the marts were not put there by the 
electors, bot by some one who bad the 
ballots in bend after they were cast. The 
REPomirciN reporter had a good look at 
the eighteen ballot*, as did also several 
other parties. Tbe conclusion of fraud 
was unanimous. Other names on some 
ot the tickets are marked off in tbe usual 
way, having pencil lines across the 
names Irom end to end, leaving no doubt 
but that those marks were put there by 
the elector. 


It is learned from several at the gen 


tlemen in the liet ot tighten that they 
voted for Davidson, and did not pat 
maik or check of say character over, above, 
below or through Davidson's same. 
Many ot them voted the whole ticket 
straight, without B scratch, and becaoee 
of tbe evident fact that tbe ballots were 
tampered with, the cou elusion thtl 
Davidson wae elected by a majority of 13 
over Hunter is indisputable. He cer- 
tainly received a total of 165 votes, while 
all that Hunter claims is 112. 


The further investigation of the case 


has been deferred until Tuesday, June 2 
at 9 o'clock, when the tellers, the attor- 
neys atid the eighteen witnesses ml! 
appear in court

That piece of BODITOM coaoooted by 


our Constitution makers ot holding ju- 
dicial elections in Jane apfe*n the most 
ridiettiotie wheu it i* applied— a time 
when ire would naturally eipect its 
beontiea to appear. 


The theory opoa whkb theee elections 


are fixed in Jon* ia that divorcing them 
from genera) elections removee them 
from partiMD politics. The theory may 
be all right bat it ia barren ae to result* 
Men who are at all fit to preside as 
judges take interest enough in political 
matter* to be partisans and aa a rale 
each men will be elected judges whether 
the elections are held in June or Novem- 
ber. 
While this is true it doea not follow 


that those who are elected are any the 
Ices acceptable as judges on account of 
their firm pert/ affiliation than it docs 
that a man ie unfitted to sit «e a juror be- 
cause he choose* to be either n Demo- 
crat or A Republican, 


If th«a a June judicial election does 


not fulfill the objects ol nonpar tisftB ju- 
[clary theorist there cat be no other 
reason why these ekrCt'ons should be 
tield in June. Tbe facts are that, there IB 
(it least one good reiwon why they are a 
humbug. Because these elections result 
ID tho uluotion ot judges by a minority^ 
file musses take no interest in them and 
ihe politidiaua ate more apt to name the 


ch than they would be m case the 


judges were elected at the general 
elections. 


The Constitutional provisions' concern- 


ing judicial elections are a fraud in an- 
other particular. 
The present judicial 


district* were arranged by the General

cept by a two thirds vote ot each branch 
ot the Legislature, for the reason that 
the Conetitution provides that judicial 
election* shall be held in June.
